W hat is probably the most romark- 
alde tree on earth was lately discovered 
on the promontory of Kinsembo, south 
of the mouth of the Congo. It has not 
even the vestige of a trunk, but s])reads 
its immense branches directly on the 
ground. Naturalists say that this cnrio 
from nature's Yvorkshop is a relative 
of the boaliab, the well-known 
giant 
tree growing on tlie iirairies in many 
portions of the dark continent, wliicli 
has a trunk measiiriug sometimes near­ 
ly fifty feet 
in diameter, 
Yvhile 
the 
branches often extend .seventy-five feet 
and more, 
their 
ends 
touching the 
ground, so that the tree forms a liiigo 
skeleton tent. 
For a short time every year the boa- 
I bab shows a scant display of meager 
j leaves, but generally tlie iree is hare, 


1 except for the large, melon-shaped fruit. 
The shell of the fruit incloses a dry, 
white substance, Yvhich can readily be 
reduced to a powder, and in that form 
serves as a specific against fever.

leaves. The trunk of the common lioa- 
bab is often hollow; such hollow trees 
are used as the burial places for the 
“sorcerers” of some 
tribes, 
that the 
earth may not be polluted by their evil 
remains. 
Adamson pretends to know 
that one of these trees, Yvhich he had 
seen himself, shows evidence of being 
5,150 years old, 
while 
the untutored 
savages still look upon ilie boahah as 
a puzzle old and big enough for wcr- 
ship.
